Yahya Resigns, 
May Be Tried 


Bhutto 


The awarding of half of the 
contract to the Hitachi Com¬ 
pany of Japan mean* that 
Victoria Machinery Depot has 
a chance to obtain about 
1500.000 worth of badly-needed 
work. Hitachi informed 
Hydro, through Its North 
American ugent, C. Itnh and 
Oo. (American), that VMD, 
provided It can meet require¬ 
ment!. la the likely Canadian 
company to manufacture cer¬ 
tain part* of th* turbine*. 

The announcement was 
made at a luncheon tn Rooks 
by Hydro chairman Dr. Gor¬ 
don Shium. He and two bus 
loads of Invited gueat had just 
toured the new $S0 million 
peak-load generating station 
at Jordan River. 

In a brief ceremony, retired 
Hydro employee J. M. (Jack) 
KlUott, who had worked In the 
*rou for 96 year* and who hae 
i‘ new dam at the project 
named after him, turned the 
levar that started the genera¬ 
tor. 

The other successful blitdee 
for the Mica Creek turbines 
wae the state-owned Russian 
firm of Knergomaoh export, 
which had vastly underbid the 
other seven firms, Including 
one from Canada, that hud 
tried to obtain the oontract. 

Dr. Shrum. In making Ida 
announcement, said tha rea¬ 
son the decision waa made to 
npllt lietween the Russians 
and the next lowest bidder, 
Hitachi, was tn guarantee that 
a delivery date of 1678 would 
be met. 

Contract for four generators 
waa let last month to Can¬ 
adian General Electric, which 
underbid the Russian firm 
$14,018,400 to $14,820,000. 

It Is the flmt time a Russian 
firm has successfully bid with 
Hydro, and Shnim said that 
this lack of experience with 
Soviet production and per¬ 
formance prompted the Hydro 
directors to split up the con¬ 
tract, even though the cost 
was greater. 

The Russian Initial hid for 
all four turbines was $9,472 
million and Hitachi's was sec¬ 
ond lew at $14,273 million for 
the four. 

Japanese performance re 
delivery and production In 
past projects has proven sat¬ 
isfactory and as Hitachi was 
second lowest, Hydro policy In 
awarding contracts was fol¬ 
lowed, Shrum said. 

Shrum said he regretted 
that the contracts had gone 
offshore, and "especially 
wlven you oonslder that they 
have to pay 17-pfr-oent tar¬ 
iff." he added.

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - 
Scientist* fired a rocket motor 
by remote control Monday 
and kicked the newest Intelsat 
4 communications satellite 
Into a stationary orbit 22,300 
miles over the equator In the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


Reporting on the agreement 
reached at the weekend meet¬ 
ing of major Western finance 
ministers in Washington, Ben¬ 
son noted the arrangement 
would remove "uncertainty" 
in tiie United Statea and per¬ 
mit a rapid rooovery of the 
U.8. economy. 

"When the United States 
prospers, Canada prospers 
also," Benson said. "I fully 
expect die Canadian economy 
to move forward vigorously." 

By permitting the Canadian 
dollar to continue "floating" 
after the pegging of other our- 
reticles, Benson Nald the other 
trading nations showed a "hill 
understanding of Canada's po¬ 
sition" as the largest U.8. 
trading partner. 

Tile finance minister noted 
the Canadian dollar was quot¬ 
ed early Monday at the same 
level as Friday, just nliove 
par with the American dollar. 

It seemed to supixirt Ills 
prediction the Canadian dollar 
would "float down" with the 
devalued U.8. currency. U.B. 
Treasury Secretary John Con- 
nully hud predicted the Cana¬ 
dian dollar would increaae In 
value over the American dol¬ 
lar. 

The Canadian dollar waa 
pegged at 62.5 U.8. cents from 
1962 to 1670. It has been float¬ 
ing freely sinoe May, 1670, 
and generally has traded Just 
bflow par with Ihe U.8. dol¬ 
lar. In recent weeks, It hat! 
edged alx>ve par by fractions 
of a cent.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Thd 
ID-pen-cent United States su(* 
charge on dutiable imports 
lasted only four months, but It 
proved to be one of the nioft 
INiwerful and profitable eoe- 
nomlo weaiam* in the 
country's history, UJi. of¬ 
ficials said Monday. 

Although universally dis¬ 
liked by otlier governments, 
the surtax was efficient as a 
money-maker, pulling In reve¬ 
nue at more than $100 million 
a month. It netted the U.8. 
treasury *430 million between 
Aug. 16 and Dec. 3, the last 
time an official reckoning waa 
taken. 

But lieyond tiiat, U.B. of¬ 
ficials said, the surcharge was 
a crucial bargaining tool 
needed to oonvlnoe other 
countries It was time to re¬ 
align their currencies. 

Officials conceds It took 
more than the Import tax. 
Tiie U.8. had to agree to an 
8.55 - per - cent devaluation at 
the dollar In terms of gold. 

But th# surcharge showed 
the Nixon administration 
meant business in Us de¬ 
mands, officials said.

The value of Ihe dollar was 
about six-tenths of a cent 
above par with the United 
States dollar when markets 
closed. The closing value was

Premier Bennett celled on 
Ottawa Monday to help eoften 
the Canadian dollar. In the 
wake of the U.8. removal of 
the 10-per-cent surcharge 
against Import a, by making 
loans to mnntolpalltie* at low 
Interest rate or no Interest at 
all. 

The premier repeated his 
earlier assertions that the Ca¬ 
nadian dollar should he va¬ 
lued at about 90 cents U.S., 
but said It was far too early 
still to peg this country's cur¬ 
rency. That should be done 
only when the monetary situa¬ 
tion stabilizes following Pres- 
ident Nixon's latest move. 

Once the Canadian dollar Is 
priced below the U.S. dollar, 
Bennett said, a good export 
./ position for this country will 
be ensured. One way Ottawa 
could accomplish this, the 


premier sdded. would be to 
lend money to municipalities 
at little or no Interest for pol¬ 
lution control, water and 


sewer projects. This would 
also stimulate employment. 

Meanwhile, Bennett said, 
the removal of the U.S. sur¬ 


charge on Canadian Imports 
Imposed In August will he 
valuable to B.C.’s forest In¬ 
dustry. which relies heavily

gold, $38 per ounce, and they 
raised the valiifi of their cur¬ 
rencies or revalued them by 

about 7 per cent In rela¬ 

tionship to the dollar, Greece 
devalued It# currency by 

about 8 per cent In rela¬ 

tionship to monetary gold, hut 
It maintained the same cur¬ 
rency parity of 30 drachmas 
to the dollar,

VW’HY, B.C RESOURCES Minister Ray WilHs- 
vv ton wants to know, can’t federal Environ¬ 
ment Minister Jack Davis call a spade a spade In 
' commenting on the Skagit Valley flooding issue. 
Perhaps he could find an answer in his own utter¬ 
ances. 

< The cause of Mr. Williston’s outburst was Mr. 
Davis’ criticism of the flooding agreement of 1967 
between Seattle City Light and the provincial 
government. British Columbia, said the federal 
minister, "got us into a straitjacket of sorts; I 
■think we can break out of it” 

Mr. Williston’s answer to this Imputation of 

• blame is that British Columbia “had no real say in 
the matter. They (Ottawa) made the deals in the 
late '40s and early ’50s and we agreed to them ... 
They should stay with the facts and stop playing 

• politics around the edges.” 4 

Well, what are the facts? 

In 1941, Seattle applied to the International 
Joint Commission for permission to raise the water 
.behind the Ross Dam to a level which would flood 
part of the Skagit Valley In Canada. The commis¬ 
sion granted permission in 1942 subject to Seattle 
and British Columbia entering into a binding agree¬ 
ment on compensation for the flooding. 

•'. In 1947, the B.C. legislature passed an act au¬ 
thorizing the flooding and allowing the Liberal- 
Conservative coalition cabinet to determine the 


conditions and compensation. An agreement had al¬ 
most been reached with Seattle when the Social 
Credit government was first elected in 1952. 

The new government was not satisfied with 
the proposed terms, and held out for better com¬ 
pensation. 

Finally, at the beginning of 1967, Seattle and 
the province signed a 99-year agreement in which 
the chief item of compensation was an annual pay¬ 
ment of $34,566. 

Thus it can be suggested that if saying that 
"B.C. gpt us into a straitjacket of sorts” is play¬ 
ing politics around the edges, then claiming that 
the federal government "made the deals” in the 
late ’40s and early ’50s and B.C. merely agreed to 
them is more of the same. 

In hindsight, the International Joint Commis¬ 
sion may be seen as having made a mistake when it 
granted permission for the flooding in 1942, subject 
to Seattle and B.C. coming to terms. It says as 
much now: "In the case of the Skagit Valley flood¬ 
ing, here is a unique opportunity, a rare chance to 
take a second look, in the light of today’s condi¬ 
tions and today's priorities at the consequences of 
decisions made some 30 years ago.” 

But if these decisions turned out to be a mis¬ 
take, it was not the mistake of the B.C. govern¬ 
ment as Mr. Davis implies, nor of the federal gov¬ 
ernment as Mr. Wllliston suggests. Both play poli¬ 
tics.

PRIME MINISTER EDWARD HEATH is en- 
X gaged in face-to-face talks with President 
Richard Nixon in Bermuda, one outcome of which 


ihould be an expedited program of western aid for 
the ten million refugees from the East Pakistan 
Civil war still sick and hungry in their make-shift 
quarters in India. No quick solution to the problem 
of repatriation of these people is likely to be found, 
;and by all accounts their state is pitiable in the ex¬ 
treme with many children, in particular, beyond 
■rescue even if proper food and medicines were 
•available. 

, At the moment they are not. 

Additionally there is turmoil in the new state 
,of Bangla Desh, and relief agencies should be pre- 
pared to deal with food and drug shortages on 
perhaps a larger scale than in the refugee camps 
jacross the border. There remains, too, the delicate 
.task of policing the hate-ridden area, crowded by 
Sts 75 million poverty-stricken inhabitants. 

In these areas the co-operation of Great Brl- 
in and the United States is very necessary, for 
hey can provide a leadership of quality: Britain 
vith her vast experience of the complexities of life 
n the sub-continent and the Americans with their 
.wide-ranging logistic capability. 

1 Agreement on a quick response to the demands 
if the war area's stricken economy — not very 
at the best of times — will encourage the 


participation of France, Western Germany and 
other West European nations. 

It is the British point of view that massive aid 
should also be offered to India, partly to reduce In¬ 
dia’s reliance on the Soviet Union for relief and 
also to undo the damage done to India-Amerlcan — 
and consequently western — relationships by 
Washington’s support of the Pakistanis and blunt 
blaming of India for precipitating the two-week 
war and ail its bloody consequences. 

No doubt the two leaders will discuss other 
matters, but the India-Pakistan problem would 
seem to demand priority attention. 

One thing is clear: for the first time in many 
years, a British prime minister approaches an 
American president not as a suppliant but as a 
spokesman for a nation with a new independence of 
outlook. This is not an occasion for the placating of 
Washington, for behind Mr. Heath Is the powerful 
new association of the Common Market allies. The 
Treaty of Brussels will bfe signed the day before 
Christmas, and it Is symbolic of this significant 
change in the British position. 

Together Britain and the United States may 
be able to perform a satisfactory salvage operation 
in India and Pakistan. 

It would be gratifying to know that Canada 
would be a large and willing contributor to such a 
wise and humane endeavor.

If the Malaysians could be 
sure that the Thais would pre¬ 
vent the Communists from re¬ 
treating farther into Thailand, 
a "hammer and anvil" mili¬ 
tary operation to eliminate 
the Communists would be the¬ 
oretically poesibie. But the 
guerrillas would probably be 
able to merge within the local 
population in southern Thai¬ 
land, with whom their friend- 
ahlp is close. 


It is the same to the north 
of Sungei Siput. on the border 
itself. Most of the Communist 
guerrillas remain in their 
Thailand retreats though 
there is an increasing ten¬ 
dency to move southwards. 

It is estimated that there 
are 1,200 guerrillas in all. di¬ 
vided into three regiments. 
One of these, the 8th regi¬ 
ment, lies across the border 
from the states of Kedah and 
Perils. Another, the 12th is en¬ 
camped in the Be tong Sal¬ 
ient, the part of Thailand that 
juts down towards northern 
Perak. The third, the 10th - 
composed of Malays only — Is 
on ths eastern end of the 
border, opposite the state of 
Kelantan. 

Satisfied tar many years 
that the Communist eyes were 
only on Malaysia, the Thais 
have not been energetic oppo¬ 
nents of the Malayan Commu¬ 
nist Party since the emer¬ 
gency ended In I960. There 
have been many formal at¬ 
tempts at Thal-Malayslan co¬ 
operation against the Commu¬ 
nists, but no joint oounter- 


Such an operation will not 
be mounted against the hide¬ 
outs, so the Malaysians 
are forced into the defensive 
task of preventing Communist 
infiltration across ths 352-milt 
border. 

A white paper by the Ma¬ 
laysian government has de¬ 
tailed Communist attempts to 
prepare the ground for a re¬ 
newed emergency. It conclud¬ 
ed that the Malayan Commu¬ 
nist Party had achieved 
"some degree of progress" in 
its attempts to revive the 
armed struggle; that along 
with increased Communist 
penetration from the Thailand 
sanctuary went the support of 
a few whose "personal, reli¬ 
gious or family sentiments" 
had been exploited; and that 
the general situation must be 
viewed t with "some concern 
but certainly not alarm." 

In the 1948-60 rebellion the 
British not only enjoyed nu¬ 
merical superiority — a force 
of 100,000 against 10,000 guer¬ 


rillas — they were also run¬ 
ning the country until 1957 — 
a position which, for example, 
the Americans have never 
had In Vietnam. Crucially, the 
Communist! at that time li¬ 
mited their appeal to the Ma¬ 
laysian Chinese community, 
and having thereby alienated 
the Malays, were in a weak 
poaition to claim they were 
fighting for "national libera¬ 
tion." This was especially so 
once the British played their 
ace — that of granting na¬ 
tional liberation in 1957. 

The Malaysian government 
Is not without trump cards. 
The economy goes booming 
slong. Despite the stress on 
helping the Malays, most Ma¬ 
laysian Chinese are still doing 
well enough economically to 
be uninterested In beooming 
Communist guerrilla recruits. 


But the Malaysian army is 
already stretched, having to 
fight a guerrilla war in Sara¬ 
wak. The British have depart¬ 
ed. The Malaysians no longer 
have the assurance of auto¬ 
matic commitment by the 
British, under the now ex¬ 
pired Anglo-Malayslan de¬ 
fence agreement. 

Whether the new five-power 
defence arrangements will act 
aa a deterrent to future Com¬ 
munist activities remains to 
be seen. But those who pre¬ 
dicted Communist resurgence 
when the British announced 
their accelerated withdrawal 
in 1968 have been proved cor¬ 
rect.

UN Became Indispensable 
Before It Became Possible

There is an old saying that If there was no UN today, one 
would have to be created tomorrow. Now there Is a new say¬ 
ing : The UN became indispensable before it became |M>sslble. 
Both ap|>ear to be correct. 

The United Nations has achieved little In the last 28 years 
to eliminate the scourge of war. Many diplomats, while ad¬ 
mitting that, add that if the world organization could not atop 
all wars, It probably prevented a Third World War. 

The first saying Is quoted frequently and with all 
seriousness. The second, a self-contradictory statement, is 
quoted with tongue in cheek. The UN events revolving around * 
the war on the Indian subcontinent give it considerable 
relevancy. 

* ★ ★ 

The UN is Indispensable. It has provided the means for a 
multitude of humanitarian assistance programs. It Is the way 
for mun to help man. It Is the place to meet and talk; for dif¬ 
fering parties to negotiate In a neutral atmosphere; for medi¬ 
ation to be attempted. It Is the only such place in the world. 

But "United Nations" is a misnomer. The nations of the 
world are not united. National Interests always come first. No 
country gives up sovereignty to a significant degree. The in¬ 
ternational Interests of each country are more Important to it 
than those of the world community. 

The Security Council had a hof>eloss task when It at¬ 
tempted to get a ceasefire In the Indla-Paklstan war. Talk 
and meetings went on night after night, inside the council 
chamber and out. But all was useless. 


The interest of the Soviet Union was an Indian victory. 
The interest of China and the U.S. was Indian defeat, or at 
least withdrawal. There was no hope of compromise. Nothing 
showed more clearly that the big powers run the world. 

There was a massive 104-to-ll vote In the General Assem¬ 
bly calling for a ceasefire and withdrawal of troops less than 
two weeks ago. It was, in the words of Zulflkar Bhutto, now 
president of truncated Pakistan, a world referendum. 

But the Soviet Union prevented the Security Council from 
following the lead of the assembly. The Soviets vetoed any¬ 
thing that would prevent India from finishing the conquest of 
Mast Pakistan. China and the U.S. would accept nothing less 
than total withdrawal.

Thus, with big-power sides drawn, nothing could to done. 
The email countries called In vain for compliance with the 
Charter provision for respect for the internal sovereignty of a

Christmas is coming (you noticed, you no¬ 
ticed!) and the goose Is getting fat. What 
wine you would choose to go with fat goose Is 
not one of the ensler questions — goose Is a 
hard to go with — hut. In Alsace, where 
goose Is greatly admired In Its numerous 
manifestations, people naturally lean to the 
wines of the country. 

The wines of Alsace, badly represented in 
Canada, Ih# best hardly represented at all, 
have suffered from having been regarded too 
oBen as |joor relations of I lie German wines 
of the Rhine and the Moselle. 

Obviously they are cousins. The Riesling 
(pronounced ree-sllng) grape is the source of 
the finest Orman wines, and the Sylvaner of 
the lesser. The same Is true in Alsace, 
where, howevaft fine wines also are made 
from the Gewurtztramlner (gewurtz means 
spicy», the Muscat and the Tokay. 

The Alsatian wines are generally drier 
and . , . and less, well, unctuous seems lo to 
the word, than the best German wines. So, 
with that roast goose, prrhHps an Alsatian 
Riesling or Gewurtztramlner, or a win# from 
the Rhine (but not the Moselle, which would 
be overwhelmed!. 

* ★ * 

In the lovely old town of Rlquewibr In Al¬ 
sace, they might shake their heads about the 
Gewurtatraminer, which they often recom¬ 
mend to go with not-tno-sweet desserts, tot 
them shake. There Is a great deal of rubbish 
written about what goes with what, as If an 
Inflexible code existed. 

The general rule-of-thumb is red wine with 
red meat, white wine with white meat. Ad. 
mlttedly, If you have tried an ordinary red 
Bordeaux with Finnan Haddie I have; It 
makes one of the truly abominable taste sen¬ 
sations of all time there is something to to 
said for the rule. But not ton much. 

Turkey and chicken, which tend to turn up 
at this time of year, are whit# meats — yes, 
yes, I know about the drumsticks — but, 
somehow, either of those served hot, with 
stuffing and all the rest of It, seems to 
demand a red wine, preferably a claret or a 
light Burgundy.

So, a claret or a Burgundy. Crank up the 
airplane, and. hearing in mind that we re 
looking for the most of the least, let's see. 

In Alberts, assuming If Is not too late to 
order from the special order list, the Ch. 
Pep# Clement, 1966, at $5.70, and, for Bur¬ 


gundy, the Clos dee Mouchcs of the same 
year, at $4.20, are good Canadian buys, espe¬ 
cially the second. 

If confined to the regular list, I would no! 
feel that my Christmas had hern ruined if I 
had to make do with Ch. Pontet-Canet at 
$4.90. I’d feel even a nickel totter off with 
the same wine, in Manitoba, at $4.85. In 
Manitoba, r good buy. again by Canadian 
standards, is the Thorln (Thorln Is the ship¬ 
per, and one of high repute) Moulln-a-Vent 
(Moulln-a-Vcnt is the premier iwtrt. the 
choice cut, as it were, of Beaujolaisl at $5,90. 

In Quetoc, the Clos des Mooches whirl) 
cost $4.20 In Alberta, will cost $0.70. Perhaps, 
In the circumstances, It would he better to go 
low. Not a great wine, hut a relatively good 
buy, might to the Macon superleur, 1907. put 
up by Thorln, at $2.75.

As a claret, the Chateau Kranc-Ma.vne, 
1907, a fairly good chateau-bottled St. Kml- 
lion, might suggest to Ontarioans that there 
Is something wrong with the price system on 
Ihelr native heath. In Hull the price Js $4.25;

In Ontario, Ch. Kirwan, 1966, at $4.50, Is 
as good a claret ns you’ll gel at the prloe — 
and totter than some that are pricier. For a 
Burgundy, the same can be said tar the San- 
tenay. shipped by the prestigious touls to- 
tour, at $4.90. 

In Newfoundland, the wlne-enthuslnsl may 
chaos# from a list which is not long, hut ex¬ 
tremely well selected. Elsewhere, I am not 
sure what I would do air ait gelling a choice 
bottle to go with the Christmas bird, but I 
think f would whimper a lot.

|)#rha|M a glass of Moselle, or Graves, or 
Puullly-Fuisse, or a wine of the to I re (Poull- 
ly Blanc Fume or Rancerre) with the shrimp 
cocktail, or Cliahlls or Sancerre with the 
oyster; the claret or Burgundy or sonethlng 
else red with the turkey (the white wine will 
go with It, cold, the next day), and then, with 
the plum pudding and nuts, what?

Obviously, port. (We aren't savages, are 
we?).

The world must wait many years tofore the UN is a political 
force In world affairs. 

Meanwhile, itarhaps the misnomer should to dispensed 
with. The world body might to called a consultative council 
for a time. At least then, people's hopes would not to shat¬ 
tered so often.

Dr. E. C MoOoy, BCMA's 
executive director, said the 
premier apparently decided to 
advise citizens to refuse "ba¬ 
lance bills" _ a form of 
direct billing to patients — 
after reading an article In a 
Vancouver newspaper 

“We have not given such 
advice to any doctor or to any 
citizen," said McCoy after he 
heard that Bennett stated In 
an Interview that persons 
should decline to pay doctors' 
bills that ara mailed directly 
to them. 

McCoy said doctors trill 


the government would pay and 
that listed In the doctors' min¬ 
imum schedule of fees. 

This Is known as balance 
billing and contrasts with an¬ 
other procedure called extra 
billing. 

The code of ethica of the 
College of Physicians and bur¬ 
geons allows a doctor to extra 
bill in cases where the treat¬ 
ment was worth much more 
than the sum set out In the 
schedule of faes. 

An axampla might be an 
operation that took twice aa 
long as such a procedure 
would normally. However, be¬ 
fore a doctor can extra bill he 
la required to explain to the 
patient the nature of the prob¬ 
lem encountered and advise 
him tbit the work wee worth 
much more than the mediocre 
reimbursement. 

In Victoria, Premier Ben¬ 
nett told reporter* Monday, 
he le cure B.C doctors realise 
that they are toe beet treated 
in Canada and In response to 
reporter*' questions, said he 
hoped their oppocltion to the 
fee schedule negotiated with 
his government will not result 
in toe government having to 
put them on salary. 

“I think the doctors are 
well paid In this province," 
Bennett said. "This la tha beat 
medical profession In Canada. 
Naturally tha doctors would 


continue to submit their medi¬ 
care bilk to the government 
after toe present agreement 
between BCMA and Medical 
Services Commission expires 
Dec. SI. 

He said he expected MSC 
would continue to reimburse 
doctors at toe rate of 90 per 
cent of billed amount, oven 
when a new schedule of fees 
takes effect Jan. 1. 

The doctors say the govern¬ 
ment has declined to discuss 
the now fee schedule and in¬ 
stead Insists that negotiations 
oscillate an mod the 10 per 
cent global increase proposed 
by toe premier. 

The premier has told toe 
doctor* that medicare eoeta 
must be held to an annual 
inorease of 10 per cant and 
this should Include population 
growth, Increases in toe 
number of doctor* and new 
procedure* u well as fee In¬ 
creases. 

The 1,300 member* of the 
BCMA ere now voting In o 
moll referendum on whether 
to accept toe government 


put their beat foot forward 
and try to better their posh 
tion, but they aU recognize 
they are the beat treated In 
Canada — and they will admit 
that privately.

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
charge that a tugboat skipper 
broke work rules by staying 
in the wheeihouse too long 
was dismissed by a Provincial 
Court Judge Monday. 

Capt. Robert Sheppard 
claimed It was his right to 
work whenever he felt it nec¬ 
essary for the safety of his 
crew and the tug, the Rivtow 
Rogue. 

He and his employer. Riv¬ 
tow Marine Ltd., were 
charged May 1* with violating 
work rules in tha Canada 
-Shipping Act and regulations 
pertaining to the hours of 
work in the B.C. towboat in¬ 
dustry. 

The charge against the 
company was also dismissed 
by Judge Arthur Belmes. who 
said that if Sheppard had 
stuck to the letter of the regu¬ 
lation his tug would have cir¬ 
cled for five hours In the mid¬ 
dle of the night, causing a 
hazard to navigation. 

The federal government's 
steamship Inspection service 
charged that Sheppard had 
worked for 45 minutes when 
he was supposed to be off 
duty. 

Sheppard contended, tn a 
hearing Dec. 6, that his aspr- 
rience was needed to guide 
tha tug through swirling cur* 
rents of Porller Pass In the 
Gulf Islands. 

The judge agreed the cap¬ 
tain's first duty was to the 
safety of his crew and vessel. 

It was also charged that 


Sheppard disturbed tha tug's 
engineer during bis rest 
period to prevent an emer¬ 
gency 


"if anyone loees sleep dur- 
tng this period the captain 
cannot be blamed," decided 
the judge, who noted that tha 
captain had given tha engi¬ 
neer an extra hour of rest 
after the emergency. 


The charge arose out of a 
dispute between the Canadian 
Merchant Service Guild and 
tug operators over hours of 
rest. •_

6 Up to Maker ’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Manufac¬ 
turers of hazardous products 
have a duty to inform the pub¬ 
lic fully of the dangers likely 
with normal use, the Supreme 
Court of Canada ruled Mon¬ 
day. 

"A general warning ... that 
the product is inflammable 
will not suffice where the like¬ 
lihood of fire may be in¬ 
creased according to the sur¬ 
roundings in which it may 
reasonably be expected that 
the product wll be used," toe 
court said. 

The court made the state¬ 
ments in restoring an award 
of $11,838 to Mr. and Mrs. 
Edison Lambert of Toronto. 

Lambert suffered personal 
Injury and his home was par¬ 
tially burned while he was ap¬ 
plying a lacquer sealer in his 
basement recreation room. 
Fumes from the sealer were 
ignited by a furnace pilot 
light. 

The Lamberts sought dam¬ 
ages from Lastoplex Chemi¬ 
cals Co. A trial judge award¬ 
ed them $11,838 but the On 
tario court of appeal reversed 
the decision.

The Indomitable num, who 
has weathered her share of 
controversy and care, pon¬ 
dered her unwelcome Christ¬ 
mas present as she talked 
about the fires.

Sun¬ 
day by one of the doge in her 
bedroom and by the barking 
of a puppy downstairs. 

"I jumped out of bed and 
ran into the hall and saw the 
bam waa all ablaze." 

The nun had the highest 
praise for the Mill Bay volun¬ 
teer fire department. 

"They were here In four or 
live minutes." aha said, "and 
then again this morning, they 
were here to put out the sec¬ 
ond fire almost as soon as wa 
sounded the alarm.” 

She also praised students 
from nearby Brentwood Col¬ 
lege who came to help and 
hurled the animals killed in 
the fire. 

The two fires have not 
helped the shelter’s financial 
situation. Mother Cecilia said, 
hut she hopes her lossfs will 
be covered hy a blanket Insur¬ 
ance policy. 

"We’ll have to build an¬ 
other bam," she said. *1 hope 
the insurance policy covers 
it." 

Costs of operating the 
shelter are up, including taxes 


and feed for the 360 animals 
— 10 horses, four ducks, four 
rabbits, and a Urge number 
of cals and dogs. 

"The taxes are enormous,” 
Mother Cecilia said. "I Just 
managed to pay this year's. 
They amounted to $1,400.” 

Asked If there were any¬ 
thing well-wishers could do to 
help, she said hones and other 
food for animals would he 
welcome. 

"When people art cleaning 
out their freezers or when 
they come home from hunt¬ 
ing. they often have bones 
that we could use," she said. 
"And, of oourse, funds are 
always acceptable blankets 
for the dogs — and news¬ 
papers." 

They can he left at the 
Good Shepherd Friendship 
shelter in Mill Bay or at the 
Centre at 8K0 Fort Street in 
Victoria, she added.

There will be no Christmas 
tree in Centennial Square this 
year.

"They gave It to us free of 
charge, but they just oouldn’t 
afford any longer to send spe- 
olal e<tuipment into the water¬ 
shed for oae tree," he said. 

"As a matter of fact, the 
board offered us 1300 to gel a 
tree elsewhere but for ecologi¬ 
cal reasons we decided 
against that," Hooson said.

MASSET. B.C. (CP) - Five 
Young children died Sunday 
when fire swept their home on 
an Indian reserve near Mas- 
set, a village near the north¬ 
ern tip of the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, off the Northern B.C. 
coast. 

The three boys and two 
gtrls, children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Mark Bell, died In the 
fire which police said they be¬ 
lieved was caused by an over¬ 
heated kitchen stove made 
from a used oil drum, or by 
overheated stovepipes. 

Karen, 9, Gilbert and Peter, 
both 7 but born nearly a year 
apart, Eileen, 5 and Vincent, 
1, all died in the fire. 

In Amherstview, Ont. Mon¬ 
day, five children were killed 
early while their parents and 


a 14-year-old son tried fran¬ 
tically to rescue them from 
their burning home in nearby 
Bath. 

Mr. and Mrs. Elmer Gallo¬ 
way and son James escaped 
serious Injury. The dead Gal¬ 
loway children were identified 
as George 13, Robert, 11, Roy, 
9, Alberta, 7, and Rhonda, 4. 
A seventh child, two-year-old 
Pamela, was in hospital at 
Kingston, 10 miles east of 
here, at the time of the fire. 

Mrs. Galloway rushed from 
the burning frame house 
shortly after 2 a.m. and awa¬ 
kened relatives next door. The 
blaze started in the front of 
the home and Is believed to 
have been caused by a faulty 
oil burner. 

Monday, James told how he 


and his 42-year-old father 
smashed bedroom windows in 
the blazing home in unsuc¬ 
cessful efforts to reach the 
children. They were driven 
back by smoke and flames. 

"When the flamee came out 
of the windows we knew they 
were dead," James said hi an 
interview. 

He said he had been sleep¬ 
ing on a chesterfield in the 
living room and was awa¬ 
kened by flames and smoke. 
He said he saw puddles of oU 
on the floor near the oil burn¬ 
er, then roused his parents 
with shouts. 

Galloway tried to enter the 
boys’ upstairs bedroom from 
outside using a ladder. He 
broke windows and pounded 
on the side of the house, but 


there was no response from 
the children. 

Then they rushed to the 
front of the house to the first- 
floor bedroom where the girls 
were sleeping. Again they 
were driven back. 

"Then I Just came here," 
said James. "There was noth¬ 
ing we could do then." 

Mrs. Galloway is in hospital 
being treated for shock. Gallo¬ 
way waa treated for minor 
bums and imokt Inhalation 
and released.

One of the I r I c k > of Ian 
guage that makes It hard for 
us to think dearly — and thus 
to act rationally — la the way 
we ose a single word to de¬ 
scribe a complex (and chang¬ 
ing) idea. 

Juat to take two topical ex¬ 
amples — “communUm" and 
“capitalism." We are begin¬ 
ning now to learn that the 
drat ot these words, "oom- 
munlim,” la not the aimple, 
unified, changeless thing we 
thought It was. 

Grave differences have 
emerged among the varied 
"communisms" of China, 
Russia, Cuba, and the nation- 
a 11 a t leftist movements 
throughout Europe. 

* * * 

We have not yet begun to 
underatand that the eecond of 
these words, "capitalism." Is 


likewise a complex and 
changing term, and can not 
bo made to stand for one uni¬ 
fied thing. There are many 
forms (and perversions! of 
capitalism, differing sharply 
from one another. 

WAR 

When the U.S. began aa a 
nation, It had mercantile capi¬ 
talism. Then It developed In- 
duatrlal capitalism. Out of 
thla emerged modem finance 
capitalism. Now It seems to 
her entering an era of state 
capitalism, which would 
shock Adam Smith aa much 
aa the state eoNeetlvItm of 
Russia would shock Karl 
Marx. 

Every social InsUtutlon, If H 
lasts long enough, tends to 
modify Its founders' original 
Ideas out of recognition, but 
keeps the name. 


This is why poltUcal discus¬ 
sion, and controversy, Is so 
difficult these days, if not Im¬ 
possible. The adversaries can 
not even agree on what they 
are disagreed about, because 
they are uilng the same 
words to mean different 
things. 

We have not seen genuine 
"capitalism" In the U.S. al¬ 
most since the turn of the 20th 
century; the finance capital¬ 
ism of today has almost noth¬ 
ing In common with the mer¬ 
cantile oapltallsm that existed 
200 years ago. 

* * * 

And Ruaala's "com¬ 
munism" has little In com¬ 
mon with the writings of 
Marx; for one thing, his rule 
by the proletariat has become 
rule over the proletariat; and, 


for another, his economics Is 
uoworkaMe and unscientific, 
and Russia has been forced to 
move back somewhat In the 
direction of a market econ¬ 
omy. 

AAA 

There la a frightful "verbal 
lag" in our vocabulary of so¬ 
cial and polltcal and economic 
affaira. In moat other fields, 
we adjust our language to fit 
new conditions and develop¬ 
ments; but In these crucial 
fields, we try to squeeze the 
new realities Into the old ver¬ 
bal categories, and succeed 
only in doing violence to them. 

Our easy use of the phrase 
"free enterprise" Is as much 
a sour joke as Russia's bland 
assumption of a "workers' 
state.” Until we both stop 
siwaklng In antique abstrac¬ 
tions, no dialogue Is possible.

Things are getting a bit hectic 
around our house these days. With only 
four more shopping days to Christmas 
— counting today - we haven't even 
finished our gift shopping, and we juat 
discovered we haven’t sent even as 
much as s greeting card to my Aunt 
Martha, who la the only really solvent 
member of the Cheanut tribe. 

One Job we can't put off any longer, 
though, Is the cutting of Christmas 
greenery to decorate the home. We 
plan on getting started on this early to¬ 
morrow. 

The first plant that comes to mind 
Is, of course, the holly. This Is a long- 
suffering and good-natured tree and can 
take quite a lot of hacking about with¬ 
out affecting Its health too seriously, 
but It la wise to keep In mind that holly 
Is a slew grower. If your trees are 
mutilated now In the quest for berried 
branches, they will stay lopalded and 
deformed for at least several years. 
ir it ★ 

For this reason, the gathering of 
Christmas greenery should be done with 
some discretion, end should be regard¬ 
ed more as a pruning operation than as 
the gathering of a crop. Don't cut the 
first and moat attractive branch you 
seek, but look over the tree carefully 
apd select the shoots which can best be 
spared — shoots from the overcrowded 
parte of the tree, for Instance. 


The berried twigs of the harberry, 
the wild snow berry and the Oregon 
grape are long-lasting and decorative. 
The trick with these shrubs Is to cut 
whole branchee. never just pieces of 
branch, otherwise the stub will tend to 
die back. 

Pyracantha is probably the prettiest 
of aJI our berried wall shrubs and suf- 
fera considerably from overcutting at 
this season of the year. It Is a very 
tempting plant, but It Is best to exercise 
oondlderable restraint ta cutting 
branches of the glossy leaves and bright 
orange berries, lor it Is a very slow 
grower and will take a long Ume to fill 
the gape you create. 

AAA 

Any shoots or branches which are 
sticking out too far and spoiling the 
symmetry of the plant are logical can¬ 
didates for cutting, as well as portions 
causing congestion and overcrowding. If 
you do the Job properly, your ti ret horn- 
draped wall can look even more attrac¬ 
tive than before the cutting. 

Branches of laurel are very attrac¬ 
tive and thla shrub stands up amazingly 
well under hard cutting as long aa you 
spread It out and don't gather your loot 
from only one side of the bush or hedge. 
To put a high gloas on the leathery 
leaves, sponge them first with water 
then with a rag wrung out ta glycerine. 


Restraint is called for also ta the 
gathering of greenery from the conifers 
- yew, cypress, spruce, fir, cedar and 
pine. With theae, It la beat to take only 
the newer, younger portions of the 
branches. It Isn't good to cut away hack 
Into the old, mature arod. for these 
plants don't sprout and renew them¬ 
selves from old wood. Any poorly 
placed or supernumerary branches 
should be taken out ta their entirety, 
making your cut flush with the parent 
branch or trunk. 

AAA 

I don't understand why more folks 
don't cut English Ivy for Christmas 
greenery. Ivy Is a rampant grower and 
the vines actually benefit from a drastic 
cutting over. 

The leaves may not look too attrac¬ 
tive at first glance, but hla la because 
they are begrimed, mud-eplashed and 
weather-beaten at this Ume of year. 
Once they have had their faces washed 
ta the laundry tub, their true beauty 
will stand revealed. Given a touch of the 
glycerine treatment to heighten the 
gloaa, as for laurel, and you'll hardly 
recognize your humble trails of Ivy. 

In arranging them, better put their 
•tema ta water. They will last Indefi¬ 
nitely that way, and they will probably 
put out roots ta the water, thereby giv¬ 
ing you more plants to set out ta tha 
garden.

Logging Tax Argued 
In Supreme Court

Taxation relationships 
between the provincial 
government and munici¬ 
palities in B.C. may be af¬ 
fected by results at an 
appeal against a provin¬ 
cial logging tax levy 
which was argued Mon¬ 
day before B.C. Supreme 
Court in Victoria. 

Mr. Justice R. A. Wootton 
reserved judgment in the case 
which involves the provincial 
finance minister and the mu¬ 
nicipality of North Cowichan 
after hearing several hours of 
evidence and legal argument 
from both sides in an all-day 
chambers hearing. 

W o o 11 o n said during 
the course of the discussion 
that he took the larger ques¬ 
tion on which he had to rule 
to be: can one government 
tax another without there 
being legislation which ex¬ 
pressly states that it canT 

Other Levels 

Counsel lor North Cow- 
lchan, David Williams, said 
he believed "there is no legis¬ 
lation anywhere" which al¬ 
lowed this to occur unless it 
was expressly stated in the 
law that a tax did apply to 
other government levels. 

However, provincial counsel 
Hugh Henderson cited two 
legal precedents which he 
said showed this could legally 
happen. One involving the fed¬ 
eral government levying a 
customs duty on goods im¬ 
ported into tha country by a 
provincial government. 

The other involved one mu¬ 
nicipality being able to tax 
another. 

Williams replied that there 
were express provisions in the 
Municipal Act which allowed 
one municipality to tax an¬ 
other. 

Forest Reserve 

Background of the case was 
given to court in a statement 
of mutually-agreed facts. The 
basis of these were that North 
Cowichan had set aside some 
12,000 acres in a forest re¬ 
serve, as It is allowed to do 
Under the Municipal Act. 

Beginning in 1983, the mu¬ 
nicipality, each year, sold a 
licence to cut timber on the 
reserve to a commercial com¬ 
pany and timber was in fact 
out, said the statement. 

On April 7, 1971, the provin¬ 
cial government levied a log¬ 
ging tax of $17,736.11 against 
the municipality, covering 
revenues it had received from 
the sale of licences to cut for 
the years 1963, 1965. 1968 and 
1969. 

On May 19, the municipality 
appealed this levy to the min¬ 
ister under terms of the act 
but the appeal was rejected 
June 10. North Cowichan then 
appealed to the B.C. Supreme 
Court. 

Williams argued that the 
Logging Tax Act was not in¬ 
tended to apply to municipal¬ 
ities or other non-profit orga¬ 
nizations but only to commer¬ 
cial enterprises. 

Acts ‘Contradictory ’ 

Several sections of the Log¬ 
ging Tax Act, he said, were in 
contradiction with sections of 
the Municipal Act, and as mu¬ 
nicipalities had to obey one, 
they could not be expected to 
obey the other. 

Although under the Logging 
Tax Act and the Interpreta¬ 
tion Act a municipality could 
be taxed for "logging opera¬ 
tions," the Municipal Act

gave a different interpretation 
which would mean the munic¬ 
ipality could not be taxed, he 
aaid. 

His second argument was 
that even if Wootton ruled 
that a municipality was liable 
for the tax, it should be much 
.lower than what was assessed 
because all expenditures had 
not been take into account. 

The municipality should be 
allowed to deduct a portion of 
its general expenses In con¬ 
sidering the profit it made 
from the sale of die licences, 
he said. 

He suggested that some¬ 
where between $12,000 and 
$20,000 would be a reasonable 
amount to deduct for the costs 
each year of fire protection, 
police protection and general 
administration of the part of 


the municipality which is the 
forest reserve. 

In all years but 1965. he 
said, deducting this expense 
would eliminate the tax al¬ 
together. 

Williams also argued that 
since there was no actual sale 
of timber by the municipality, 
but only the granting of a 
licence, the Logging Tax Act 
did not apply. 

Henderson said that In the 
Logging Tax Act "there is 
nothing to indicate” that only 
commercial enterprises are to 
be taxed because the law says 
"all persons," which includes 
all corporations, Including 
municipal ones. 

He said it was nut the func¬ 
tion of courts to imply a pro¬ 
vision in an act if it was not 


specifically there — in this 
case, the provision that only 
commercial enterprises were 
to be taxed. 

If the wording ot an act was 
clear, he said, the courts 
must uphold that act even if 
the results of it were "absurd 
and unreasonable.” 

In reply to Williams’ second 
argument. Henderson said 
only direct expenses were de¬ 
ductible, and the general mu¬ 
nicipal coats were not direct 
expenses of earning money 
from the timber. 

Outside court. Williams said 
that as far as he knew, it was 
the first' appeal by a munici¬ 
pality against the tax, and the 
results would be important in 
determining the legality of 
levying the tax against muni¬ 
cipalities.

B.C. Hydro and Power Authority directors 
decided unanimously Monday to split $12 million 
worth of turbine contracts between Russian and 
Japanese countries. Each will build two turbines and 
governors to be Installed at the Mica Creek dam on 
the Columbia River, about 80 miles north of Revel- 
stoke. 

The awarding of half of the 
contract to the Hitachi Com¬ 
pany of Japan mean* that 
Victoria Machinery Depot ha* 
a chance to obtain about 
5500,000 worth of badly-needed 
work.

In a brief ceremony, retired 
Hydro employee J. M. (Jack) 
Elliott, who had worked in the 
area for 36 years and who has 
a new dam at the project 
named after him, turned the 
lever that started the genera¬ 
tor. 

The other successful bidder 
for the Mica Creek turbines 
was the state-owned Russian 
firm of Energomach export, 
which had vastly underbid the 
other seven firms, including 
one from Canada, that had 
tried to obtain the contract. 

Dr. Shnim, In making his 
announcement, said the rea¬ 
son the decision was made to 
split between the Russians 
and the next lowest bidder, 
Hitachi, was to guarantee that 
a delivery date of 1976 would 
be met. 

Contract for four generators 
was let last month to Can¬ 
adian General Electric, which 
underbid the Russian firm 
$14,018,400 to $14,320,000. 

It is the first time a Russian 
firm has successfully bid with 
Hydro, and Shrum said that 
this lack of experience with 
Soviet production and per¬ 
formance prompted the Hydro 
directors to split up the con¬ 
tract, even though the cost 
was greater. 

The Russian Initial bid for 
all four .turbines was $9,472 
million and Hitachi's was sec¬ 
ond low at $14,273 million for 
the four. 

Japanese performance re 
delivery and production in 
past projects has proven sat¬ 
isfactory and as Hitachi was 
second lowest. Hydro policy in 
awarding contracts was fol-“ 
lowed, Shrum said. 

Shrum said he regretted 
that the contracts had gone 
offshore, and "especially 
when you consider that they 
have to pay 17-per-cent tar¬ 
iff." he added.

Pakistani Envoys, Staff 
Defect to Bangla Desh 


From CPI 

Officials in capitals around 
the world Monday reported 
Pakistani envoys and staff 
members were defecting to 
the new republic of Bungla 
Desh in tha wake of the 14- 
day war between their 
oountry and India. 

Twelve diplomats and staff 
members and their 41 depen¬ 
dents defected in Jakarta and 
declared, "We have all se¬ 
vered our relations with the 
government of Pakistan and 
transferred our allegiance to 
the legal government of the 
People'* Republic of Bangla 
Desh." 

In Kuala Lumpur, Malay¬ 
sia’s top foreign ministry of¬ 
ficial, Zaiton Ibrahim, said 
Monday three Bengali of¬ 
ficials and three aides who 


announced their defection Sat¬ 
urday would be allowed to 
stay in Malaysia temporarily 
on "humanitarian grounds 
until they decide whether they 
want to go back" to Bangla 
Desh. 

The six were led by the 
former second secretary and 
head of the Pakistani chan- 
cry, Abdul Quayyum. 

California Spill 
Suit Rejected 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Superior Court Judge Ira 
Brown Jr. Monday dismissed 
two lawsuits seeking $20 mil¬ 
lion from Standard Oil of Cali¬ 
fornia for the big Jan. 18 oil 
■pill caused by the collision of 
two tankers.

Two Paris Paldatani Em¬ 
bassy employees without dip¬ 
lomatic status defected to the 
Bangla Desh movement earlier 
this year. 

A spokesman for the 53 Ja¬ 
karta defectors said the Pa¬ 
kistani Ambassador to In¬ 
donesia Abdul Ghayur had not 
been notified about the deci¬ 
sion. "How can we? He Is not 
even our ambassador any¬ 
more," he said. 


RAWALPINDI, Paki¬ 
stan (UPI) — Agha Mo¬ 
hammad Yahya Khan re¬ 
signed Monday as presi¬ 
dent of a dismembered 
Pakistan, giving control 
of a new civilian govern¬ 
ment to Zulfiqar All 
Bhutto, who within hours 
hinted that his prede¬ 
cessor might be brought 
to trial for leading the 
nation to defeat in the 

N 14-day war with India 
that cost the country its 
eastern province. 

"We will fight and ©ontinue 
to fight for the integrity of 
i Pakistan,” Bhutto said. "We 
I t will take revenge so as to 
undo the temporary humilia¬ 
tion." 

Yahya stepped down from 
his militaristic poet as pres¬ 
ident and handed the em¬ 
battled government over to 
Bhutto, the leftist leader of 
West Pakistan's strongest po¬ 
litical organization, the Pakis¬ 
tan People’s Party. 

Bhutto told newsmen in Ra¬ 
walpindi Monday night that 
he had "retired" seven of Pa¬ 
kistan’s leading generals, who 
he described as "fat and 
flabby." 

He said there would be no 
early release from prison of 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, the 
most powerful political leader 
in what waa East Pakistan 
and now is Bangla Desh. Rah¬ 
man was arrested by Yahya 
Khan In April and brought to 
West Pakistan for a secret 
trial. 

Bhutto said Rahman may 
be released in the future, thus 
apparently confirming that the 
Sheikh was alive. 

The new Pakistani pres¬ 
ident did not rule out the pos¬ 
sibility that Yahya, vehement¬ 
ly denounced by the populace 
since the end of the war Fri¬ 
day, might be. brought to 
trial. 

"I’m not bloodthirsty," 
Bhutto said, adding that ft 
was "premature" to discus* 
the possibility Yahya might 
be tried. He said that the 
former president was not 
under house arrest. 

In a speech to the nation 
over Radio Pakistan earlier, 
Bhutto, 43, said, Muslim Ben¬ 
gal will always be a part of 
Pakistan, Muslim B e n g a 1 ’■ 
character will always remain 
Moslem. We will see that Mos¬ 
lem Bengal remains part of 
Pakistan."

In Orbit 

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — 
Scientists fired a rocket motor 
by remote control Monday 
and kicked the newest Intelsat 
4 communication* aatelllte 
into a stationary orbit 22,300 
miles over the equator In the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


Reporting on the agreement 
reached at the weekend meet¬ 
ing of major Weatem finance 
ministers In Washington. Ben¬ 
son noted the arrangement 
Would remove "uncertainty" 
in the United States and per¬ 
mit a rapid recovery of the 
U.S. economy. 

"When the United States 
prospers, Canada prospers 
also," Benson said. "I fully 
expect the Canadian economy 
to move forward vigorously." 

By permitting the Canadian 
dollar to continue "floating" 
after the pegging of other cur¬ 
rencies. Benson said the other 
trading nations showed a "full 
understanding of Canada’s po¬ 
sition” as the largest U.S. 
trading partner. 

Tlie finance minister noted 
the Canadian dollar was quot¬ 
ed early Monday at the same 
level as Friday, just above 
par with the American dollar. 

It seemed to support his 
prediction the Canadian dollar 
would "float down” with the 
devalued U.S. currency. U.S. 
Treasury Secretary* John Con- 
nally had predicted the Cana¬ 
dian dollar would Inorease in 
value over the American dol¬ 
lar. 

The Canadian dollar was 
pegged at 92.5 U.S. cents from 
1962 to 1970. It has been float¬ 
ing freely since May, 1970, 
and generally has traded Just 
below par with the U.S. dol¬ 
lar. In recent weeks, it had 
edged above par by fractions 
of a cent. 

Benson Indicated Canada 
was committed not to hold 
dowTi the exchange value of 
the Canadian dollar artificial¬ 
ly through large Interventions 
on moneymarkets by the 
Bank of Canada.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
10-per-cent United States sur¬ 
charge on dutiable imports 
lasted only four months, but ft 
proved to be one of the moft 
powerful and profitable eoo- 
nomic weapons In the 
country's history, UJJ. of¬ 
ficials said Monday. 

Although universally dis¬ 
liked by other governments, 
the suurtax was efficient a* a 
money-maker, pulling in reve¬ 
nue at more than $100 million 
a month. It netted the U.S. 
treasury $430 million between 
Aug. 16 and Dec. 3, the last 
time an official reckoning was 
taken. 

But beyond that, U.S. of¬ 
ficials said, the surcharge was 
a crucial bargaining tool 
needed to convince other 
countries It was time to re¬ 
align their currencies. 

Officials concede It took 
more than the import tax. 
The U.S. had to agree to an 
8.55 - per • cent devaluation of 
the dollar in terms of gold. 

But the surcharge showed 
the Nixon administration 
meant business in its de¬ 
mands, officials said. 


Canadian Dollar Stable 
Slightly Ahead of U.S.

TORONTO - The Canadian 
dollar remained stable during 
what one trader called "a re¬ 
latively normal day" of trad¬ 
ing on domestic currency 
markets Monday.

(API - 
The American Tuna boat As¬ 
sociation aaid Monday it ex¬ 
pects 1971 to he a record year 
despite the fact that half the 
U.S. flee* was captured by 
Ecuador. 

August Felando, general 
manager of the San T dego- 
hased boat owners associa- 
tlon, aaid the tuna haul proba¬ 
bly will exceed last year * 
record 220,000 ton*. 

Since January. Ecuadorian 
gunboats have seized SI ves¬ 
sels, including 4K from San 
Diego, Ip that nation * territo¬ 
rial fishing claims. 

The boats were freed after 
payment of 13,507,331 in fine* 
and penalties. 

"It was a record year for 
seizures," Felando said in an 
Interview. "Half of the U.S. 
fleet waa taken by Kcuador. 
and another vessel was seized 
lay Peru, which also claims 
200-mil* jurisdiction.'' 

An appropriations bill in 
congress generally reim¬ 
burses the U.S. boat owners 
because the United States re¬ 
cognizes only 12-mlie territori¬ 
al limits. The U.S. fishermen 
are officially encouraged not 
to buy Kcuadnrian licences. 

Felando said the dispute 
cost 60 fishing days while the 
American vessels were in cus¬ 
tody and J100.000 In port 
trharges In addition to the fines 
tori penalties.

Taxation relationships 
between the provincial 
government and munici¬ 
palities In B.C. may be af¬ 
fected by results of an 
appeal against a provin¬ 
cial logging tax levy 
which was argued Mon¬ 
day before B.C. Supreme 
Court In Victoria. 

Mr. Justice R. A. Woolen 
reserved judgment in the case 
which involvua the provincial 
finance min later and the mu¬ 
nicipality of North Cowichan 
after liearlng several hour* of 
evidence and legal argument 
from both aide* in an all-day 
chambers hearing. 

W o o 11 o n eaid during 
the oourse of the diaouMlon 
that he took the larger quea- 
tlon on which he had to rule 
to be: can one government 
tax another wit lx nit there 
being legiilation which ex¬ 
pressly statea that It can? 

Other Level* 

Counsel for North Cow¬ 
ichan, David Williams, laid 
he believed "there li no legls- 
letlon anywhere" which al¬ 
lowed this to occur unices It 
was expressly stated in tlie 
law that a tax did apply to 
other government levels. 

However, provincial counsel 
Hugh Henderson cited two 
legal precedents which he 
sold showed this could legally 


happen. One Involving the fed¬ 
eral government levying a 
customs duty on goods Im¬ 
ported into the country by a 
provincial government. 

nit other involved one mu¬ 
nicipality being able to tax 
another. 

Williams replied that there 
were express provisions in the 
Municipal Act which allowed 
one municipality to tax an¬ 
other. 

1'orettl Heterve 

Background of the case was 
given to oourt In a statement 
of mutually-agreed facts. The 
basis of these were that North 
Cowichan had set aside some 
12,(WO acres In a forest re¬ 
serve, as it Is allowed to do 
under the Municipal Act. 

Beginning in 1969, the mu¬ 
nicipality, each year, sold a 
licence to cut timber on the 
reserve to a commercial com¬ 
pany and tjmber was In fact 
out, said the statement. 

On April 7, 1971, the provin¬ 
cial government levied a log¬ 
ging tax of $17,736.11 against 
the municipality, covering

Although under the Logging 
Tax Act and the Interpreta¬ 
tion Act a municipality onuld 
be taxed tor "togging opera¬ 
tion,," the Municipal Aet 
gave e different Interpretation 
which would mean the munic¬ 
ipality oould not be taxed, he 
■aid. 

Hie aeoand argument waa 
that even If Wontton ruled 
that a municipality wae liable 
tur the tax, It ehduld lie much 
lower than what waa aauuad 
beoauaa all expenditure, had 
nut bean take Into account. 

Stile Profit 

The municipality ahould be 
allowed to deduct a portion of 
its general exiienses in con¬ 
sidering the profit It made 
from tlie sale of the licences, 
he said. 

He suggested that some* 
where between $1X000 and 
$20,000 would be a reasonable 
amount to deduct for the costs 
each year of fire protection, 
police protection and general 
administration of the part of 
tin- munW IjMtllty which is the 
forest reserve. 

In all years but 1966, ha 
said, deducting this expense 
would eliminate the tax al¬ 
together. 

Not Applicable 

Williams also argued that 
since there was no actual sale 
of timber by the municipality, 
hut only the granting of a 
licence, the Logging Tax Act 
did not apply. 

Henderson said that in tte 
I/tgging Tax Act "there u 
nothing to Indicate" that only 
commercial enterprises are to 
be taxed because the law says 
“all persons," which Includes 
all corporations, Including 
municipal ones. 

He said It was not the func* 
tlon of courts to Imply a pro¬ 
vision in an act if It was nut 
•Ijecificully there — In this 
case, tte provision that only 
commercial enterprises were 
to be taxed. 

Direct Com t* 

If the wording of an act was 
clear, he said, the oourts 
must uphold that act even if 
the results of It were "absurd 
and unreasonable." 

In reply to Williams' second 
argument, Henderson said 
only direct ex|*n*es were de¬ 
ductible, and the general mu¬ 
nicipal coals were not direct 
expenses of earning money 
from the tlmter. 

Outside oourt, Williams said 
that as far as ho knew. It was 
the first appeal by a munici¬ 
pality against the tax, and the 
results would he Imp Riant in 
determining the legality of 
levying tte tax against inunlo 
cipalities.

Davis told the Colonist Sat¬ 
urday that North Saanich 
taxes will increase "about one 
mill” became of the wage in- 
ore see. 

But Cumming emphatically 
denied Davis* forecast. 

"The general mill rate will 
not go up/’ Cumming said in 
a separate interview. He ex¬ 
plained the employee wage in¬ 
crease was "anticipated and 
taken into consideration" 
when the provisional budget 
was made up and passed by 
council earlier this month. 

A special meeting of council 
Friday afternoon approved 
wage increases for all its mu¬ 
nicipal staff retroactive to 
Dec. 15. 

Finance committee chair¬ 
man Aid. George Cumpeton 
backed Cumming’s claim and 
aaid the age increase was 
taken into consideration when 


the provisional budget for 1973 
was set at *521,201. 

"This is a net increase of 
*6.342 above the 1971 budget 
of *514.856.” he said, adding 
that the committee is count¬ 
ing on some increases in as¬ 
sessed land values to hold 
down the mill rate. 

"In my opinion the general 
mill rate will be 19.5 next 
year, which is the same as it 
is this year. There will be no 
increase.” 

Davis was the only member 
to vote against the salary in¬ 
crease at the special meeting 
which he termed "highly im¬ 
proper” because the 1971 
council, in its last two weeks 
of office, was binding the in¬ 
coming council to a higher 
salary wage scale. 

Davis observed Saturday 
that his forecast of a one miH 
increase was only a rough es¬ 
timate. 

“But all this talk about 
holding the mill rate down 
and then increasing all the 
salaries doesn’t add up,” he 
said. 

Davis also said he expected 
"a big whack” in education 
costs in the coming year, 
“over which council has no 
control.” 

Davis is also a Saanich 
school board trustee with one 
year left to serve in his term 
of office.

"We 
will take revenge so as to 
undo the temporary humilia¬ 
tion." 

Yahya stepped down from 
his militaristic poet as pres¬ 
ident and handed the em¬ 
battled government over to 
Bhutto, the leftist leader of 
West Pakistan’s strongest po¬ 
litical organization, the Pakis¬ 
tan People's Party. 

Bhutto told newsmen in Ra¬ 
walpindi Monday night that 
he had -"retired" seven of Pa¬ 
kistan's leading generals, who 
he described as "fat • and 
flabby." 

He said there would be no 
early release from prieon of 
8heikh Mujlbur Rahman, the 
most powerful political leader 
in what waa East Pakistan 
and now Is Bangla Desh. Rah¬ 
man was arrested by Yahya 
Khan In April and brought to 
West Pakistan for a secret 
trial. 

Bhutto *ald Rahman may 
be released In the future, thus 
apparently confirming that the 
sheikh was alive. 

The new Pakistani pres¬ 
ident did not rule out the pos¬ 
sibility that Yahya, vehement¬ 
ly denounced by the populace 
since the end of the war Fri¬ 
day, might be brought to 
trial. 

"I’m not bloodthirsty," 
Bhutto said, adding that it 
was "premature" to discuss 
the possibility Yahya might 
be tried. He said that the 
former president was not 
under house arrest. 

In a speech to the nation 
over Radio Pakistan earlier, 
Bhutto, 43, said, "Muslim Ben¬ 
gal will always be a part of 
Pakistan, Muslim Bengtl'i 
character will always remain 
Moslem. We will see that Mos¬ 
lem Bengal remains part of 
Pakistan."

Intelsat 4 
In Orbit 

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI).— 
Scientists fired a rocket motor 
by remote control Monday 
and kicked the newest Intelsat 
4 . communications satellite 
into a stationary orbit 22,300 
Holies over the equator In the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


Reporting on the agreement 
reached at the weekend meet¬ 
ing of major Western finance 
ministers in Washington, Ben¬ 
son noted the arrangement 
would remove "uncertainty" 
In the United States and per¬ 
mit a rapid recovery of the 
UJJ. economy. 

"When the United States 
prospers, Canada prospers 
also," Benson said. "I fully 
expect the Canadian economy 
to move forward vigorously." 

By permitting the Canadian 
dollar to continue "floating" 
after the pegging of other cur¬ 
rencies, Benson said the other 
trading nations showed a "full 
understanding of Canada's po¬ 
sition" as the largest U.S. 
trading partner. 

TTie finance minister noted 
the Canadian dollar was quot¬ 
ed early Monday at the same 
level as Friday, just Above 
par with the Americun dollar. 

It seemed to support His 
prediction the Canadian dollar 
would "float down" with the 
devalued U.S. currency. U.S) 
Treasury Secretary John Con- 
nally had predicted the Cana¬ 
dian dollar would increase in 
value over the American dol¬ 
lar. 

The Canadian dollar was 
pegged at 92.5 U.S. cents from 
1962 to 1970. It has been float¬ 
ing freely since May. 1970, 
and generally has traded just 
lielow par with the U.S. dol¬ 
lar. Ip recent weeks, it had 
edged above par by fractions 
of a cent. 

Benson indicated Canada 
was committed not to hold 
down tite exchange value of 
the Canadian dollar artificial¬ 
ly through large Interventions 
on money markets by the 
Bank of Canada. 


Potent 

Profit 

Maker 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
10-per-cent United States sqf- 
charge on dutiable imports 
lasted only four months, but$ 
proved to be one of the meft 
powerful and profitable eco¬ 
nomic weapons in the 
country's history, U.S. 'of¬ 
ficials said Monday. 

Although universally dis¬ 
liked by other governments, 
the surtax was efficient as a 
money-maker, pulling in reve. 
nue at more than 5100 million 
a month. It netted the U.8. 
treasury 5430 million between 
Ailg. 16 and Deo. 3, the last 
time an official reckoning was 
taken. 

But beyond Uiat, U.S. of¬ 
ficials said, the surcharge was 
a crucial bargaining tool 
needed to convince other 
countries it was time to re¬ 
align their currencies. 

Officials concede It took 
more than the import tax. 
The U.S. had to agree to an 
8.55 • |>er • cent devaluation of 
the dollar In terms of gold. 

But the surcharge showed 
live Nixon administration 
meant business in Its de¬ 
mand!, officials said. 


Canadian Dollar Stable 
Slightly Ahead of U.S.

TORONTO - The Canadian 
dollar remained stable during 
what one trader called "a re¬ 
latively normal day” of trad¬ 
ing on domestic currenoy 
markets Monday.
